LABOUR PARTY AND 
BUDGET: POSITION. 


The question of the commercial franchise 
for the City of Dublin was discussed at the 
monthly meeting of the Dublin Central 
Branch of the Irish Labour Party, held at 
the Labour Hall, 44 Lower Gardiner street. 
‘The Party decided to press for its abolition, 
and for the restoration of full administrative 
powers to the City Council. 

Preliminary arrangements for the putting 
forward of Labour candidates in the forth- 
coming Municipal elections were made. 

The following resolution was passed unani- 
mously :— 

“This Branch of the Labour Party 
demands that, in the event of the funds in 
the Suspense Account being released, such 
moneys be utilised for constructive work of 
a reproductive nature, calculated to benefit 
our basic industry of agriculture, and pro- 
vide employment of a permanent nature for 
the numbers of agricultural and. other 
labourers who are at present flocking to tle 
cities and overloading the labour market 
there. 

‘That under no circumstances should the 
moneys be used for the easing of the Budget 
position next April,’’ 

Copies of this resolution will be forwarded 
to the Administrative Council of the Irish 
Labour Party and to the Executive Council 
of the Irish Free State.

A SINGULAR FEATURE. 


Mr, Gavan Duffy dealt with the evidence 
given at the trial to show that there was a 
definite State plan for the Anglicising of the 
Irish people. i 

‘One of the most singular features of this 
case,” he said, “and, from the point of view 
ot the tenants, unfortunate, is that, while 
we can attack the title of Erasmus Smith to 
the lands, we cannot attack the title of the 
Governors under whom we claim. I submit 
that the Courts of Saorstat Eireann cannot 
recognise as charitable a public foundation 
id on the proscription of the Trish people 
and the confiscation of their lands, a policy 
that was carried on for generations. The 
only person who can raise that issue in this 
Court is the Attorney-General. The late 
Attorney-General did not do it. We can 
only use the State foundation to minimise the 
personal intention of Erasmus Smith. I 
cannot, as a tenant, throw down Article 1 of 
the Constitution and contrast it with the 
object of the foundation, That is a matter 
for the State. We have to claim under the 
Trust.’’ 

On the question of the admissibility of 
evidence, counsel said that he made a sharp 
distinction between his right to call in 
external evidence and the right of the plain- 
tiffs to do so. The plaintiffs’ extensive 
resort to external evidence was proof of their 
misgivings regarding the Charter. They had 
to go outside the Charter to look for the 
ambiguity that entitled them to bring in 
external evidence. | 

'The Court, counsel continued, was entitled 
to read up historical documents bearing on 
the matters at issue. He submitted that the 
Court was confined to the Charter, on the 
ground that thefe was no ambiguity in the 
Charter to justify the Court to go outside 
for external evidence. 


FOUNDATION INSTRUMENT. 


“Our submission.” Mr. Gavan Duffy 
stated, “is that the Charter must be for the 
purpose of this Court the foundation instru- 
ment. The plaintiffs, who bring this matter 
into the Court, can know no other certichate 
of incorporation. Our submission is that the 
Trusts are absolutely complete in the Charter. 
There is no ambiguity in the Charter itcelf. 
I am saying that this is not an Erasmus 
Smith document, but a State document. _ 

Jt had been suggested to the Court that, in 
order to construe the Charter, as distinct 
from other purposes, they were entitled to 
look at the bill. Where was the ambiguity 
in the Charter? Mr. Jellett mentioned four 
matters in the deed, and that the word 
“ Protestant ’’ was in the other documents. 
He (Mr. Gavan Duffy) had not been told 
what was the particular passage (or passages) 
in the Charter which was supposed to let in 
the bill for the purpose of construction. The 
appellants must find in the Charter an absence 
of paramount intention or a vacuum of some 
kind, which must be cleared up by looking at 
the bill, 

Nobody, counsel added, supposed that the 

wanted to bring back Usher, 
perhaps, to convert the eight 
Hebrews in the High School, At one 
moment the plaintiffs urged that Usher was 
the keynote of the whole Charter, and another 
moment it was discarded. If Usher was not 
mandatory, then what was for the plaintiffs 
a cardinal feature in the Charter was now a 
matter of ag ig | importance. . 

Continuing, Mr. Gavan Duffy said that the 
appellants were brought in under Article 8 
of the Constitution as people who had 
accepted public money. 

Sr peace rath “ed stated that Father 
Honan’s research work was invaluable to all 
parties ; it was beyond all praise. The plain- 
tiffs did not produce anyone from the 
Erasmus Schools or from Lemme á College, or 
other Irish authorities, although there were 
many available to give evidence for them 
on * important matters. The only person 
who gave such evidence was Father Corcoran, 
S.J., who was born on Erasmus Smith's 
lands. 

The hearing will be resumed to-day, when 
the Attorney-General is to open his case.

Fá. applicetion was made by Mr. McGuckin 
(instructed by Messrs. Stritch and Stritch) 
on behalf of Fredevick Joseph Dempsey, 4 
minor, by his mother, Mrs, Annie Dempsey, 
of Ballynagarvey, Co. Antrim, for the pay- 
ment, out of dividends accumulated on pro- 
wrty left by the late Patrick Joseph 
Dineen, who had resided near Ballymena, 
of a sum of to recoup her for sums 
spent on the minor. 

Mr. McGuckin said that the matter arose 
from an action for the administration of the 
estate of the Jate Patrick Joseph Dempsey, 
and in the course of the suit Mr. Dempsey s 
will came before the Court for construction. 
A question arose whether the minor became 
entitled to *the surplus of Mr, Dempsey s 
estate, amounting to about £2,200, plus the 
dividends which had been allowed to 
accumulate since 1917, Mr. Justice Johnston 
held that the time of vesting was the year 
1931, and that the minor became entitled to 


the capital of the moneys and also the divi- 
dends which had accumulated since 1917. 
Since 1917 Mrs. Annie Dempsey had ex- 
pended considerable sums of money for the 
education of the minor, who had been sent 
to Ballymoney High School and later to the 
University of Beliast. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that they had 
come to an age when a good education was 
a better investment than money im a bank, 
and he would sanction the payment asked 


or. 

Mr. Poole (instructed by Messrs. Bennett, 
Thompson and Edwards), for the executors 
and trustees, said that his clients looked upon 
the application very favourably. He sug- 
oorhe a that his lordship should declare the 
costs,of Mr. McGuckin’s motion payable out 
of the accumulated income and his own costs 
out of the capital. | 

Mr. Justice Meredith agreed, and made an 
order accordingly.

THE PLAINTIFF'S CASE. 


The plaintiff alleged that the words meant 
that he was a drunken, dissolute and de- 
bauched person, incapable of managing him- 
self, or his affairs or his belongings; that 
he was intemperate, loose and irresponsible 
in his habits and way of living, and unfitted 
to occupy any position of responsibility; 
that he was of an eccentric, abnormal, and 
unreliable character; that he was at variance 
with and antagonistic to the ideals and 
rinciples for which his brother, the late 
ie Roger Casement, had sacrificed his life. 

He further alleged that he had been greatly 
injured in his credit and reputation, and had 
been brought into public scandal, derision, 
hatred, and contempt. 

The defendants, im their defence, stated 
that plaintiff was not, at the time of the 
alleged publication, Chief Inspector and 
Organiser of the Coast Life-Saving Service 


merce, and that they never published cr 
rinted the words complained of concernin 
him or his alleged office; that the allegec 
publication had none of the meanings alleged 
In the statement of claim, and was in- 
capable of any defamatory meaning. The 
words were laudatory in their general import, 
and were written and published bona fide 
by way of appreciation, and not of dis- 
paragement, of the plaintiff. 

The defendants also submitted that the 
words were statements of fact, supplied by 
the plaintiff with the knowledge and intention 
that such facts were to be published. They 
also denied that plaintiff was in any way 
Nie in his credit or reputation.

MR. CASEMENT’S CAREER. 


Mr. Geoghegan, opening the case for the 
laintiff, said that, if the opinion of Mr. 
amal with regard to the publication com- 
plained of was well fonnded, it was one of 
the most cruel and hurtful libels that had 
formed the subject of investigation by any 
jury in this country for a very long time, 
It was an attempt by ridicule and uncouth 
humour to langh out of public position and 
out of all serious isa" a life a very dis- 
tinguished Irishman. 

The jury would have their means of pre- 
venting any newspaper, however powerful, 
from behaving as this paper had behaved. 
The action of the jury would be none the 
less strong because this paper virtually kissed 
Mr. Casement on “the cheek before they 
framed the libel which was calculated to 
kill him, so far as position and social life 
were concerned, : 

Counsel went on to say that the plaintiff 
belonged to an Irish family which had 
attained high distinction. Jn early life he 
became an secrete in the Mercantile 
Marine and reached the rank of second mate. 
He left the service after a ship-wreck off 
New Zealend, and later went to Australia, 
where he was gold-mining. He was after- 
wards in. Portuguese East Africa, where 
his brother, the late Sir Roger Casement, 
was Consul-General, and the plaintiff acted 
under him as Consul,, Later still he was gold- 
mining in the Rand, and when the Boer War 
broke out he joined the Imperial Forces and 
Pugh against the Boers. 

e became during that time personally ac- 
quainted with Lord Roberts, who was im- 
pressed by the man’s ability and organising 
power, and invited him to become Com 
missioner of Native Affairs in South Africa. 
At the close of the Boer War Mr. Casement 
—again through Lord Roberts—was appointed 
Chief Inspector of Mines for South Africa. 
When the Great War came on he joined up 
with the Forces of the Orange Free State 
and was engaged in East Africa. 


BROTHER’S EXECUTION. 


While in Kenya, where news arrived very

HOTEL INCIDENT, 


Ernest Aston, journalist, gave evidence of 
being present with Mr. Casement at Wynn's 
Hotel when Mr. Reeve introduced them to 
Mr. Hall. The witness; in a playful way, 
knocked the plaintiff's hat off the counter. 
The conversation was general and short. He 
heard nothing about an article being written. 

Joseph Ingram, Director of Transport and 
Marine under the Department of Industry 
and Commerce, gave forma: evidence of Mr. 
Casement’s position, and, in reply to Mr. 
Fitzgerald, said that the plaintiff was still in 
the employment of the Ministry. 

This closed the case for the plaintiff. 

Mr, Fitzgerald asked for a direction on 
the ground that on the evidence none of 
the innuendoes suggested could be drawn 
from the article, and that the article, viewed 
as a whole, could not bear any defamatory 
imputation on the plaintiff apart from the 
innuendoes placed on it. 

Mr. Justice Hanna held that the innuendoes 
were not supported by the documents or the 
evidence, but he ruled agaist Mr. Fitz- 
gerald on the question hr sm the article 
was capable of any delamatory meaning as 
to be a libel. He would leave that portion 
of the case to the jury. 


CASE FOR THE DEFENCE. 


Mr. Fitzgerald, addressing the jury, sub- 
mitted that the article, fairly and squarely 
on the whole, was extremely flattering. Evi- 
dence, he said, would be given that before 
the article was written the plaintiff was told 
that he was going to be written about and 
that he iw have to supply a few facts 
about his Jife, so that no mistake would be 
made, and he supplied the facts. 

Mr. Noel Hall gave evidence that in Sep- 
tember, 1952, he was in Dublin in connection 
with his journalistic work and met Mr, Case- 
ment in Wynn's Hotel. They had a chaffing 
conversation about Mr. Casement’s hat. 
Before he wrote the article he communicated 
with Mr. O'Mahony, of their Dublin office, 
and got definite facts about Mr. Casement’s 
life. There was no malice in mentioning that 
Mr. Casement was serving in West Africa 
while his brother was executed in London. 
His idea in mentioning that was to identify 
Mr. Casement to the widest number of 
readers, especially young people who had 
grown up since the war, and to whom the 
name of Sir Roger Casement was only a 
romantic memory. : 

Crees-enasiined by Mr. Geoghegan, the 
witness said that he had met the plaintiff 
at least four or five times since his first 
visit te Ireland three years ago. It was 
quite likely that Mr. Casement would not 
recollect him. He did not think that the 
article in any way detracted from the plain- 
tiff's personality or influence over the 750 
men he had under him

David Glick, a buyer in a chemists’ shop 
in Rathgar , gave evidence of purchas-. 
ing from Flaherty a quantity of razor blades. 
He said that he knew Flaherty well, having 
had previous dealings with him 

William Lynch, St. Lawrence road, Clon- 
tarf, employed at Woolworth’s, Henry street, 
Said that he ordered Seven O’Clock razor 
blades from the Gillette Industries Company. 
When the goods were delivered on December 
31 last the contents of five boxes were miss- 
ing. The railway company and the manu- 
facturers were notified, and a claim was 
lodged. 

John O’Hagan, Glasthule Buildings, Glas- 

thule, Sandycove, employed at Woolworth’s, 
Henry street, also gave evidence of razor 
blades being missing. 
_ Wilham Meghen said that he was the sole 
importer of the Star razor blades in the 
Free State, and Messrs. Woolworth were the 
sole retailers. 

Inspector McGloin gave evidence of visit- 
ing chemists’ shops in the city, where he 
found Seven O'Clock razor blades, Flaherty 
said that he had bought them from Wilson, 
together with Star and Ever Ready blades. 
When. Wilson was cautioned he said that he 
never sold any Seven O’Clock blades. Later 
he said he thought that he had bought some 
of the blades from Flaherty. 

Both accused were further remanded in 
custody until Friday next. 


A PAYING ORDER. 


CASE AGAINST A CIVIL SERVANT. 
Charles Murphy,  Larkfield Grove, 


Kimmage, a civil servant, employed in the 
Department of ‘Agricutiture, was summoned 
on a cha of forging a pay order for a 
sum of 5s., drawn on the Paymaster’s 
Office, Dublin Castle, and signed ‘I, 
Slevin.”” He was also charged with uttering 
the order to Richard M. Thom, and with 
unlawfully obtaining the sum of £2 from 
Thom by false pretences. 

Mr. T. Clarke (Chief State Solicitor’s Uftice) 
prosecuted, and Mr. G, M. O’Brien, solicitor, 
defended. 

R. J. Leach said the defendant was an 
established clerical officer, and part of his 
duty was to fill up paying orders. It was 
not his duty, however, to sign them. ‘The 
witness saw a pay order in the defendant's 
hand-writing for £4 6s., and was present 
at an interview on the 14th February between 
the defendant and Mr. Smith, Assistant 
Secretary of the Department. The defendant 
said that the signature ‘“‘T. Slevin” was 
that of a fictitious person, and that he filled 
up the pay order in order to get £2 from a 
shopkeeper. There was nobody named I. 
Slevin in. the employment of the Department 
of Agriculture. 

In examination the witness said that the 
Department had not lost anything as a result 
of the transaction. 

Richard M. Thom, Lower Kimmage road, 
said that he received the paying order and a 
letter, and gave £2 to the person who called 
with them. On Monday last week the 
defendant called on him and repaid the £2. 
He had previously advanced money to the 
defendant, and he never believed that he 
was intending '' to do him out oí ” £2. 

The District Justice said that, on the 
evidence given, he was prepared to hold that 
there was no intention to defraud. 

Mr. Clarke said that on the summons the 
words ‘‘to deceive’’ were mentioned. These 
words were also in the Statute. 

Mr. O’Brien said that the intent to defraud 
had not been proved. 

The Justice said he would adjourn his 
decision for a week. 


PUBLICHOUSE “ SCENE,” 


Joseph O'Reilly, aged eighteen years, of

wh and entered a very stuffy passage 
When the way seemed blocked by a huge 
boulder Mr. pie: put out his hand and 
found a human skull crumbling away at his 
touch.. From here on the path, which 
widened into halls that led off to immeasu 
passages, was almost literally 
skeletons of 
human beings. Every ledge and alley seemed 
to contain fragments of human bones. 
“ After about a mile the travellers felt 
that they had seen enough of these nigh! 
marish vaults, which contained a considerable 
number of batg and owls. They turned back 
and were lucky enough to find the outlet 
again among the roots of the monster fig 
tree, The natives, who were very much 
frightened, spoke of immeasurably large con 
tinuations of the cave. 
* Within a few weeks five out of the six 
explorers were dead. Sheppard was the only 
survivor, and, like the others, he had a very 


‘grave attack of typhoid fever, due to breath- 


ing the dust of the mouldering corpses. 

“An underground massacre of 100 vears 
ago is said to be the secret of the cave. 
About 1820 or 1830, when Mozelikatse, the 
founder of the Matabele nation, marched 
through the Transvaal from Zululand, he slew 
all wae came in his impi’s path. Near Irene 
were several prosperous kraals of peaceful 
natives, and the inhabitants took refuge in 
the nearest cave, Several thousand climbed 
down the crater, which geologically resembles 
the various ‘wondergats’ in the Transvaal. 
Mozelikatse had brushwood piled at the 
entrance, and the tribe, or a great part of it, 
was suffocated or died of thirst.’’

tains, and a photograph of them was taken. 

A scientist at the Tokyo Central 
Meteorological Bureau says that the appea: 
ance of the two suns was caused by the fact 
that there were clouds of ice in the sk) 
and the air currents were practically motio: 
less. He explains that the clouds of ice 
acted as a reflector and directed rays of ligh! 
giving rise to the optical illusion of two suns 
, The last time the phenomenon was seen 
in Europe was at Rome on February |. 
1929, on the day of the conciliation between 
the Vatican and the Kingdom of Italy, when 
it was acclaimed by the people as an omen 
of Pp tanya friendship between the spiritual 
and temporal powers.

: The Peat Cure : The Bridewell. 
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Donegall Pass. 


The long and honourable association of 
the Chichester family with Belfast is 
reflected in many familiar street names 
such as Donegall place, Donegall street 
and Donegall Pass. This last is more 
familiarly known simply as “ The Pass,” 
and was probably so known to its users in 
the days when the district from Cromac 


street to Stranmillis was noted for hawking | 


and deer-hunting. The district was then 
thickly timbered and no road connected 
the Ormeau and Dublin roads till the 


then Lord Donegall opened six wide! 


avenues through tle woods. The where- 
abouts of five of these passes is no longer 
known, though Donegall Pass still bears 
its originaliname. Many names of streets 
in this neighbourhood remind us of the 
days when sportsmen resorted to the 
Cromac Woods, Elm, Pine, Walnut, 
Spruce and Beech being among the 
number. Still the mystery why Belfast 
trams destined for the Sandy Row dépét 
should be labelled ‘‘ Donegall Pass ” 
defies all solution. 


Point-to-Points. 


We are now in the grip of the Point-to- 
Point season. The curtain was rung up 
with the West Waterford Hunt event at 
Tullow the other day, and we have just 
had the North Kildare Harriers’ Point-to- 
Point. 

Of course, all County Dublin, or at least 
all Fingal, is looking forward to the 
Fingal Harriers’ Point-to-Point on Mon- 
day next. The Fingal country offers 
the best facilities for sport to be 
found anywhere, and barbed. wire is 
almost unknown in the area. Kilmallock 
Point-to-Point, which belongs to the 
Limerick Hunt, is out on its own in the 
matter of prizes. Naturally, the horses, 
too, are top-notchers, as one might expect 
from a Hunt like the Limerick, which is 
I believe, the fastest in Ireland. Manv a 
good steeplechaser came to light at Kil- 
mallock, | ; 

The origin of thé Point-to-Point is in- 
teresting, but the races of olden times 
differ considerably from those of to-day. 

In the beginning there was absolutely 

no flagging. Those early sportsmen 
started at a definite point, they crossed 
the country, galloped round a definite 
landmark, sueh as a castle or a church. 
and finished at a definite point, all com- 
petitors jumping a final obstacle. In the 
old days the good jumpers took the 
shortest way home by negotiating the 
stiffest fences, but-therein lay the snag. 
_ Now, of course, every fence is flaggel 
in a Point-to-Point race. The farmers 
were really responsible for this, as it pro- 
tects their land from being unduly 
damaged. Barbed wire, too, made it im- 
perative. 


Belfast’s House of Correction. 


A Belfast correspondent writes :— 
Walking down Howard street the other 
day, I was impressed by the improved 
appearance of this thoroughfare. For 
many years past many of. the buildings 
have had a sadly neglected appearance ; 
but extensive renovation and rebuilding 
have now made the buildings more in 
keeping with the imposing structures cf 
the Presbyterian. War‘ Memorial Hostel 
and the Assembly Buildings. It was at 
the corner of Howatd street and Queen 
street that Belfast’s House of Correction 
formerly stood, “bofe the terrorising 
inscription, “ Within. Amend, Without 
'Beware,” and was probably built about 
1800 by money granted ‘By the Grand 


_ Jury of the county, which for many years 


previously had felt the need of an estab- 
lishment for the punishment of offenders. 
Some time ago it was proposed to erect a 
cinema on the sit» of the House of Correc- 


tion, but the project fell through. 
Ghe Oldest Irish School. 


When a friend put forward the claim 
that Foyle College, Londonderry, was the 
oldest public school in Ireland, 1 confess 
that I was unable either to confirm or 
deny this interesting statement. On look- 
ing up such information as I have been 
able to obtain on the subject, I. must 
admit that I am still at a loss. Foyle 
College was founded in 1617, but. the 
Royal Free Schools, the first. public 
schools in Ireland, were established by 
Order in Council in 1608. ‘Whether any 
of these institutions, under other names or 
changed circumstances, are still in exist- 
ence, I am unable to say. Perhaps, some- 
one who has made a study of educational 


A— 
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history can settle the guestion. The 
Erasmus Smith Schools were endowed in 
1669, and the following sear saw the 
foundation of King’s Hospital, commonly 
known as the Biue-Coat School, by Charles 
Il., at the south-east corner of Oxman- 
town Green. This institution was origin- 
ally intended for aged and erippled people, 
as well as r children; but in 1680 it 
was confined to the children of freemen. 
In a petition to the Privy Council, dated 
1689, it is recorded that in that year 
Tyrconnell “ turned out ail the pcor Blew 
Boys,’’ and sent théir beds to the hos,*tal 
in Kilmainham for the use of wounded 
soldiers. 'The design of the present strne- 
ture, which was built in 1777, originally 
contained a central steeple, but this part 
of the edificé was never erected, 


Che Peat Cure, 


A good many years ago, writes a 
correspondent, I attended a Royal Dublin 
lety lecture on the various uses of: 
peat. The lecturer had before him a num- 
ber of samples, consisting of briquettes of 
different kinds, and phials filled with oils 
which had been obtained from turf taken 
from Irish bogs.. After explaining in de- 
tail the chemicr! compositi-h of ‘the 
samples, he said it was on'7 possible for 
him to deal with a few tepresentative by- 
products, as there were so many of them. 
In conclusion, the lecturer remarked, some- 
what facetiously, that almost anything 
could be made out of peat, except money. 
As far ag I remember, there was no 
mention in this address of the medicinal 
value of bog water. It is recorded that 
Bishop Berkeley, in his day, was con- 
vinced oí the healing propérties of tar- 
water, but I do nót know whether he was 
aware of the connection between tar and 
peat, I was, however, reminded of the 
R.D.8. leeture the other day when I read 
that, as a result of prolonged research, 
mice have been cured of pneumonia by 
means of preparations derived from peat. 
It may be.a Jong. step from curing mice 
to curing men, but if this stheme does not 
go ‘‘agley,”” it is likely to prove of im- 
measurable benefit to humanity, not to 
mention “the. money that may. be in the 
Irish bogs after all.

ROAD ACCIDENTS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF TUE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—While the decrease in fatal acvidents, 
as shown by the statistics which you publish 
in your issue of to-day, must be gratifying 


‘| to all motorists who desire to see the roads 


used safely and reasonably, | venture to 
make a few suggestions which, if adopted, 
might. still further improve the position. 
Road accidents are mostly caused by a want 
of road sense. This term includes reckless- 
ness, want of consideration for others, errors 
of judgment, and I believe that, if road 
sense is not born in an individual, it will 
not be supplied. by either experience or 
legislation. If I am correct in this assump- 
tion, 1 suggest that the only means of supply- 
ing the deficiency to the individual is to re- 
mind him (or her) at certain points of danger 
that he must not do certain things. So my 
first suggestion is the development of the 
White Line. 

The White Line is now used on corners 
only, but in places. of danger it might be 
used on straight roads and in narrow 
villages, and it shonld be made an offence to 
cicss. the line. Withont going into details, 
Í believe that in the White Line we have 
a most useful form of danger signal, and one 
which, if properly applied under regulations, 
will do much to make the road safer. My 
next suggestion is the use of the stop signal 
which has been adopted in many other places. 
This.is used in places of extreme danger, 
and requires a car to come to rest before 
,Pfcceeding past the danger point. My last 
Suggestion is the provision of a cheap and 
easily understood form of sign which would 
indicate to a motorist the relative import- 
ance, from a traffic point of view, of the 
road he is on as compared with the road he 
is approaching, By these suggestions I en- 
deavour to supply road sense to certain motor 
drivers at the time and at the place when 
it is most necessary. 

Road sense. is also lacking in many 
pedestrians, and this contributes, I am sure, 
to a large number of accidents. They are 
road-users once they leave the footpath for 
the purpose of crossing or walking a ong the 
road; yet they do the most stupid things. 
It is a mystery to me how the Royal Dublin 
Society maintains its membership when one 
sees the way persons visiting the afternoon 
concerts run behind the back of the tram 
they have got out of, just missing an on- 
coming "bus and a few private cars, and, 
having escaped death three or four times, 
reach the footpath safely, thanks to the 
vigilance of the motor driver. On wet days 
pedestrians run about the streets under 
umbrellas, never looking where they are 
going, and, in the country, walk on the side 
of the road with the traffic instead of against 
it: On corners they walk so far out from 
the side of the road as to force any motor 
car which may have to pass them on to its

PENAL SETTLEMENT'S 
TRIBUTE. 


Quake:s in Tasmania are celebrating the 
fact that a hundred years ago the first regu- 
lar meeting of Quakers south of the Equator 
was held in Macquarie street here, states 
Reuter from Hobart, Tasmania. 

In February, 1832, James Backhouse and 
George W. Walker had come to Tasmania— 
then Van Diemen’s Land. A_ permanent 
testimony to the value of their pioneer work 
exists in the form of a letter from Norfolk 
Island, the penal settlement where the most 
hardened criminals were sent. 

This letter is dated April, 1833, and reads 
as follows :—‘‘Gentlemen,—We, the pri- 
soners of the Crown, embracing the tenets 
of the Protestant faith, cannot, from pure 
motives of unfeigned gratitude, allow you 
to quit this island without publicly express- 
ing our sentiments for your unwearied zeal 
and attention to our best interest since you 
came among us, viz., the salvation of our 
immortal souls.”

NOISY DUBLIN 
MEETING. 


ANTI-VIVISECTIONISTS AT 


THE MANSION HOUSE. 


-“ 


A constant fire of interruptions, cat calls, 
and other noises marked the proceedings at 


a public meeting held under tre auspices of 


the Anti-Vivisectionists in the Mansion 
House, Dublin, last night. It was called, as 
the advertisement stated, in order to verify 
statements which have appeared in the publi: 
Press from three well-known Dub'in doctors 
denying that human beings have. heen ex- 
going on, and that orphan children had 
een inoculated with foul diseases, 

As soon as the Chairman, Mr. George 
Irvine, started to speak, there were derisive 
cheers, cat calls, and stamping of feet. This 
went on for some time, until eventually the 
Chairman said that they would have no 
hooliganism or rowdyism, and he called to a 
Guard at the end of the hall: “ Guard, please 
clear the hall of these men.” Some kind of 
order was restored, and. the Chairman pro- 
ceeded to refer by name to the three doctors 
whose views on vivisection had been pub- 
lished in the Press. There was further in- 
terruption and loud cheering from a large 
body of young men at the end of the hall, 
and the Chairman asked, '' Are you afraid to 
hear the truth ?”' 

After a lengthy din there were shouts of 
*’ Give him a chance,” and the Chairman was 
allowed to proceed, and he said, ‘‘ The time 
had passed when anti-vivisectionists could be 
pooh-poohed as a crowd of fanatics.” The 
noise again broke out, and the Chairman said 
that they came there to give an answer to 
people. ‘‘ We don't want to deal with a 
gang of rowdies. If that is the only answer 
vou have to make, then our case is won.” 
He advised anti-vivisectionists to throw off 
their timidity and come out openly. Their 
pause must triumph in the end. 


ANOTHER CALL TO THE GUARDS. 


There was further noise and interruption, 
and the Chairman again called to the Guards 
to remove the disturbers. About half a 
dozen plaif clothes men moved to the corner 
where the interruption was joudest, ‘and 
there was a lull while Mr. Frank Reginald 
Nolan started to deliver an address. He 
prefaced his remarks by saying that every 
medical student should take a three months 
course in common manners before FSS 
medicine, a statement which was receiv 
with loud applause, which the students led 
aud kept up. 

Mr. Nolan said that in all his travels he 
had never known anyone more cowardly than 
the medical student by himself. When they 
got into the aggregate they assumed a mo 
courage which they had not got individually— 
a remark at which the students laughed in 
great glee. “Ag 

Amidst shuffling of feet and derisive cheers 
he went on to say that nothing of 
therapentic value to surgery, medicine or 
humanity had ever been learned by vivi- 
section. i 

The statement called out more interruption, 
and Mr. Nolan appealed to the Chairman to 
ask the Guards to remove the interrupters. 

Mr. Nolan said that if the interrupters 
were working-class boys they would have 
been removed without hesitation, He said 
that the Civic Guards had told the Chairman 
they were powerless. 

‘Why are they powerless?” he asked. 
“Why don’t they do their duty!’ It is 
because the medical students get far too 
many privileges.’’ 


MORE POLICE ARRIVE. 


The interruptions still persisted, and Dr. 
Hunt appealed to the students to allow the 
lecturer to continue. “It seems to me, by 
your conduct to-night, you are doing a 
tremendous amount to help the cause of anti- 
vivisection,”’ he said. : 

After some minutes some of the Guards 
left the hall, but returned shortly with 
reinforcements, who stationed themselves 
through the hall, and the lecturer resumed 
his address, though from time to time the 
interruptions again broke out, and two young 
men were escorted from the hall. :

“Tt is not my intention to return; for 1 was 
given to understand that I would be treated 
as in England, and this has not been carried 
out as promised,”’ 

Colonel O’Malley-Keyes was a well-known 
and popular figure in sporting circles. He 
owned several racehorses, which were trained 
for him by Mr. J. J. Parkinson at Maddens- 
town Lodge, Curragh. Two of the best to 
carry his colours were Smoke Cloud and 
Irish Hope. Tie latter won the Baldoyle 
Derby, and ran sixth in a field of 20 for the 
RoyalHunt Cup at Ascot. Smoke Cloud won 
amongst other races in Ireland the Galway 
Hurdle, and after a term in England was 
sent to France, where in 1925 he ran second 
for the Paris Hurdle. He won races over 
hurdles in that country at seven, eight, and 
nine years old, his principal success “cc in 
a hurdle race value 108,750 francs.

UNEMPLOYMENT. 
ipo ne biad ! 
CRITICS CRITICISED. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, at Edinburgh, last night, 
said that since the unemployment debate 
in the House of Commons he had been sub- 
jected to much ‘criticism, some misrepre- 
sentation, and a good deal of abuse. 

I never suggested that there would be no 
reduction of unemployment for ten years, 
or that there would be no revival of trade, 
he said. On the contrary, I said that 
trade was already inning to revive. 
What I said was that I did not imagine 
that in ten years we should have brought 
unemployment down to a comparatively 
small figure. 3 

I was basing myself upon certain facts 
which I think must already have been 
observed by any thoughtful man or 
woman, and that is that the advance of 
invention of mechanical appliances and 
devices, by way oí t-saving 
machinery, means that to-day we do not 
require the same number of men to pro- 
duce the same articles as we did ten years 
ago. 

Referring to critics of the Government, 
Mr. Chamberlain said: Mr, Lloyd George 
continues his watchful jeremiads. Nothing 
has gone right since he left the helm. Mr. 
Churchill gets more and more critical of 
the Government of which he is not a 
member. 

Speaking of Sir Herbert Samuel he 
aiid: Only one thing prevents him from 
crossing the floor of the House, and that is 
that on that bench, where he would sit, 
there sits already his former leader, 
baring his teeth whenever he comes near, 
declaring that his attitude is one of 
oleaginous whiggery. 

The Chancellor’s only reference to 
Budget prospects was made in a short 
speech, replying. to a vote of thanks. ‘I 
cannot make any promises to-night,’’ he 
said, “ but I ask you to believe that as 
soon as I believe that taxation can reason- 
ably be reduced it certainly will be.”

THE OATH BILL.

The Act stipulates that the election should 
be held within six months of the date on 
which the vacancy occurs. It is suggested 
in some quarters that some delay may take 
pare in order to allow the Oath Bill to 

ecome law, and so obviate the necessity 
of the person elected taking the usual oath. 
It is assumed that the Fianna Fail Party 
will contest the vacancy, putting up one 
of the Dail deputies who were defeated at 
the recent election. 

With regard to the Oath Bill, the opinion 
is held in some quarters that, in view of 
the decision of the general election, in 
which the Oath was one of the issues, it 
is unlikely that the Senate will persist 
in their opposition. The Senate, neverthe- 
less, has the right to maintain its previous 
attitude to the measure, if it is so disposed. 
In the event of opposition being with- 
drawn, the Oath Bill could become opera- 
tive almost immediately. 

The next meeting of the Senate probably 
will be on the 8th of March, when it is 
expected that both the Oath Bill and the 
Cereals Bill will be on the Order Paper.

BRITISH OFFICER IN

Japan is convinced that a fundamental 
and conclusive solution of the dispute can- 
not be realised unless the principles of 
the Covenant, the Kellogg Pact and the 
Nine-Power Treaty are applied in 
harmony with realities. 


CHINA ENCOURAGED, 


Since Manchukuo has been established 
as an independent State it has gone 
stéadily forward on the road of progress. 
Only in Jehol does organised opposition 
continue. 

Bandits and Chang MHsueh-Liang’s 
troops, encouraged by the attitude of the 
League, are concentrating their forces. 
Japan, bound by .treaty to assure the 
security of Manchukuo, could not remain 
inactive in such a situation. 

While the report proposes a settlement 
on the basis of the Lytton principles, nine 
out of ten of these principles—according 
to the Lytton Report itself—cannot be 
fulfilled without a strong Central Govern- 
ment in China.

WHY HE IS DETAINED 
THERE. 


Mr. Duff Cooper (Financial Secretary to 
the War Office), in the House of Commons 
yesterday, replied to several questions 
concerning the officer who is detained in 
the Tower of London, awaiting trial for 
an ‘@ileged offence under the Official 
Secrets Act, 

This officer, Mr. Duff Cooper said, is 
charged under Section 41 of the Army Act 
with having committed breaches of the 
Official Secrets Act. His trial by general 
courtmartial will probably take place on 
a date early’ in March, subject to the 
interests of the officer and the convenience 
of his legal advisers. He is detained in 
the Tower of London because it is the most 
convenient military establishment for the 
purpose, but he is under no compulsion 
to take his exercise at a time when he can 
be seen by the general public. The officer’s 
name was announced as soon asthe public 
interest permitted.

One. hundred thousand acres of waterless 
desert in Tadjikistan, the. Soviet Republic, 
which hes on the borders of Afghanistan, 
will be brought under irrigation in the com- 
ing spring with -the completion of the first 
section of the Vakhsh irrigation canal. It 
will be planted with Egyptian cotton, for 
which the soil and climatic conditions are 
peculiarly well adapted. 

When the entire work i finished, states 
Reuter from Moscow, no less than 300,000 
acres .will be brought under irrigation, and 
it is expected that the district will develop 
into one of the most important cotton-grow- 
ing centres in the world. 

The magnitude of the work in hand sur- 
passes even the construction of the now 
famous~ Dnieper Hydro-Electric Power 
Station. The waters of the river Vakhsh, 
which are fed from the glaciers of the 
highest Pamir Mountains, will be conducted 
into a main canal, which, when completed, 
will be 50 miles in length, running along 
the Kurgan-Tiubin Valley, and thence by 
thousands. of irrigation chaunels into the 
fields. 

Over 5,000 persons are engaged in the 
work, aided 24 powerful excavators, 
hundreds of dri'ling machines, and tons of 
explosive. . Over .00@ cubic metres of 
rock will, in all, have to be blown up, 
pebbled’ sdil to the extent of 2,000,000 cubic 
metres extracted, and 25,000,000 cubic metres 
of soil dug out and re-utilised.

TOMB TO BE RESTORED. 


China’s Catherine the Great, Empress Wu | 
Tsai-Tien, who lived ten centuries ago, is to | 
have her once magnificent tomb completely 
restored, states Reuter from Nanking. 

Empress Wu Tsai-Tien won fame in the 
Tang Dynasty, about a thousand years ago, 
when she seized the throne upon. the death 
of her consort. She was renowned for her 
warlike ways and her numerous love affairs. 
Her reign was a sensational one, marked by 
the magnificence of her court and great 
bloodshed. 

Restoration of her tomb will be one of the 
first undertakings of the newly-formed Central 
Committee for the Preservation of Ancient 
Relics, organiged by the Executive Yuan. 

The Empress’s tomb, which is three times 
as large as the renowned Ming tombs, is a 
grand edifice, with its entrance flanked by 
massive stone elephdnts. For some time 
fears have been expressed that it might 
collapse, as it has been gradually crumbling 
under the effects of the weather, while the 
elephants have become encrusted with the 
accumulating dirt of centuries.

MEMORIES OF ZULU 
CENTENARIAN, 


A’ frail old Zulu woman is living in a 
kraal in the Upper Tongaat district. She 
is called Ukati, which means “* The Cat.” 

Just 115 years ago this woman was. con- 
demned to death, states Reuter from Durban 

She was born in the days when Chaka 
ruled over the Zulus and moulded them inte 
a powerful nation. The edict went. forth 
from the tyrant king that every female baby 
should be strangled; bat Ukati’s mother tied 
from the royal kraal and saved the child. 

She says that she can remember the murder 
of Piet Retief and his band in 1838, and that 
messenger from the royal 


Boers. 
year, just after the birth of her first son, 
people came running to tell her that the sun 
had covered its face and darkness had fallen 
on the land. It was the total eclipse of the 
sun which was visible in Natal early in 1839. 

Ukati believes that the eclipse blighted her 
life; for all her six sons died young. One 
daughter survived, and is now ninety. Ukati 
is a great-great-grandmother.

_ TURKISH? 


MOSLEMS RESENT 


CHANGE. 


OPPOSITION TO THE 
GHAZI GROWING, 


The trouble at Brusa, once capital of 
Turkey, where a hostile demonstration was 
recently made against the new law o 
the recital of Moslem prayers in Turkish, 
mstead of in Arabic, has raised the question 
of the extent of the opposition in other parts 
of Turkey. i . 

There was a report, since officially, denied, 
states Reuter from Istanbul, that similar 
trouble had. occurred in Smyrna. It 
is known, however, that the police here are 
making inquiries with a view to ascertaining 
whether reactionary elements there are con- 
nected with the Brusa movement. 

It seems certain that the last has not 
been heard of certain fanatical and reactionary 
elemen who strongly object to the 
religious reforms of the Kemalist Govern- 
ment, That the Ghazi Mustapha Kemal has 
preferred to make a personal investigation of 
the trouble at Brusa is evidence that he 
atiaches importance to what on the surface 
might seem to be-a trivial incident, 

The facts of the Brusa affair are known. 
A number of civilians objected to the Ezan 
and Kamet (two famous Moslem prayers) 
being recited in Turkish instead of Arabic. 
They created trouble, and it is Fon 
that their temerity. will cost them dear. It 
has caused considerable surprise that this 
trouble should have occurred at Brusa, The 
Ghazi spent several days there in January, 
and then, so it is reported, there were no 
signs of dissatisfaction. Moreover, a great 
many retired military men live in and around 
Brusa, and the Turkish Army is considered 
the reverse of reactionary. 


ORDER NOT OBSERVED. 

But it has now become known that the 
order, emanating from. Angora, that the 
prayers should á recited in Turkish, has 
not been generally observed, During Ramazan 
--which ended a few weeks ago—it appears 
that both the Ezan and the Kamet were 
ehanted in Arabic in more than one Istanbal 
mosque and minaret. It has also transpired 
that the Government never ho;4d to enforce 
this new reform simultaneously throughout 
Turkey. The plan was to substitute the 
Arabis words by Turkish ones, first in cer- 
tain parts of the country, and then in others. 
For instance, some towns and villages in 
Northern Anatolia, where the inhabitants 
have a reputation for being fanatical, were 
to be left to the last. 

Regarding the resentment which has been 
undoubtedly felt by the faithful over the 
change from Arabic to Turkish, it seems that 
the abolition of the famous words, ‘* Allahu 
Akbar,’’ meaning “ God is Great,’’ especially 
displeased certain’ sections of the populace. 
The new words, “ Tanri' Ulndur,” Jacked 
both the tradition and the sound associated 
with “Allah Akbar.’’ 

Dissatisfaction at having to give up what 
they considered as their rightful liberties, is 
another important factor; for example, at 
Brusa some of the malcontents asked why 
they should not be allowed the same 
privileges as the Jews and the Christians, 
who were allowed to worship as they liked. 

But all this is not likely to weigh very 
much with Mustapha Kemal and his Govern- 
ment. The declaration he made before leaving 
Brusa indicates clearly enough. what his 
policy is to be. He stated in the mest un- 
equivocal terms that the offenders would be 
punished, while he went on to say that this 
was not a religious, but a linguistic, question. 
Kemal, in fact, is determined not to allow 
any language other than Turkish to be used 
in the mosques of Turkey.

HEARTS OF OAK ASSURANCE COMPANY 
LIQUIDATION. | 

In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
Robinson (C., Widnes) asked the Financial 
Secretary to the Treasury whether his atten- 
tion had been called to the liquidation of 
the Hearts of Oak Assurance Company, Ltd. ; 
whether he was aware that the savings of a 
number of poor people which had been in- 
vested in endowment policies had been lost; 
and whether the Government would consider 
legislative steps by means of which a similar 
disaster might be prevented in future. Mr. 
Hore-Belisha—The insolvency and conse- 
quent winding-up of this company have been 
brought about by depletion of iis assets, in 
respect of which an ex-official of the company 
has been committed for trial on a charge of 
fraudulently converting assets of the company 
to the value approximately of £100,000. The 
case appears to be an exceptional one, and 
it would be premature to consider legis- 
lation at the present juncture, I am not 
prepared to say to what extent holders of 
industrial assurance endowment policies will 
suffer loss.
